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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art still reads on the claims. 
Applicant's argument traverses the examiner's rejections on the grounds that the prior art does not disclose data compression. In 
response, the applicant is referred to the prior art, US 6484093, column 10 where the concept of data compression is disclosed. The 
applicant only argues that the prior art does not disclose data compression, but did not give a reason why he thinks the prior art does not 
disclose data compression. Just because the prior art did not use the phrase "data compression" does not urge the applicant to construe 
arguments that "data compression" is not taught in the prior art. Attatched to this advisory action are copies from a scientific dictionary 
defining data compression. 
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
